Washington, April 15.—Restora- 

tion of beer or any other weakening 
of the Volstead act is opposed by 
President Coolidge, the United News 
is informed. 

When Lincoln C. Andrews, assist- 
ant secretary of the treasury and 
chief enforcement officer, told the sen- 
ate judiciary subcommittee that sale 
of light beer non-intoxicating in fact 
under government supervision would 
aid enforcement, he spoke without the 
approval of the president. 

. President Coolidge does not believe 
the Volstead nct should be weakened 
in any direction. On the contrary, 
he has approved the legislative recem- 
mendations and budget requests for 
additional authority and funds te 
make enforcement effective. 

Whether this difference of opinion 


.between the president and Andrews- 


means the imminent retirement of the 
chief enforcement officer is uncertain. 
Drys are demanding that Andrews be 
dismissed. 

There is some feeling among gov- 
ernment officials that the statement 
for beer was ill-advised even though 
it was presented as the personal riew 
of Andrews in answer to a hypotheti- 
cal question by Senator Reed. 

Andrews ‘A 

Andrews has been subjected to se- 
vere criticism by drys recently be- 
cause of his malt extract permits and 
because of appointment of certain en- 
forcement men regarded with suspi- 
cion by the drys. In some quarters 
it is felt that Andrews .made a mis- 
take in giving encouragement to the 
impression that he is not in full sym- 
pathy with the Volstead act. 

Andrews sought to take the edge 
from this wave of criticism. by issuing 
a statement in which he emphasized 
that he had only answered a theoreti- 
cal question and had not pressed for 
‘a change in the Jaw and is urging 
stronger enforcement laws. 

Test of Cuestion. 

“The nypothetical question put to 
me before the senate committee was 
‘if non-intoxicating cereal beverages 
or beer could be distributed under 
government supervision for home con- 
sumption, and in bona fide hotels, to 
be taken with meals, would this prob-~ 
ably aid law enforcement? ” Andrews 
said. 

“I answered ‘yes.’ ” 

“I am not advocating any change 
in’ this law. On the contrary we 
have recently perfected plans and are 
seeking additional authority and

New York, April 15.—(/)—Selling 
of French obligations inspired by the 
fall in the frane to a new low level 
for all time and the continued weak- 
ness of sugar company issues featured 
today’s bond trading. Prices else- 
where maintained a firm tone, with 
the demand for investment bonds 
stimulated by the rise in several lib- 
erties to the highest prices of the 
year. 

There were no developments in the 
day’s news to account for the weak- 
ness of French bonds and exchange. 
Recent improvement had been based 
on indications that a balanced budget 
was assured by new legislation and 
that substantial progress had been 
made on a plan to raise funds for ‘lebt 
reduction by voluntary contrib: ns. 
Most of the selling in the currency 
originated abroad, with the psychologi- 
cal effect of the record low rate caus- 
ing some uneasiness among bond 
holders. Declines in the government 
obligations were limited to fractions, 
but some of the French rail issues 
lost a point or more. 

Liquidation of sugar company liens 
was based on the fear that restric- 
tions of the Cuban output would re- 
act unfavorably on current earnings, 
although most of the authorities in the 
trade agreed that the move was ‘not 
without its advantages. This belief 
was reflected in higher prices for the 
commodity, but it failed to check sell- 
ing of these bonds, which embraced 
Cuban Dominican, Camaguey, Eastern 
Cuba, Cuba Cane, South Porto Rico, 
Manati, sugar states of the Orient 
and Warner issues. 

Price movements of domestic rails 
and publie utilities were somewhat 
conflicting, although a firm under- 
tone prevailed. Illinois Central re- 
funding 5s advanced almost’ four 
points and Atchison adjustment 4s 
more than a point to a new top price 
for the year. Local traction issues 
also worked into higher’ grounds. 
Northern Pacific 5s, “Big Four’’ 5s 
and Southern Pacific collateral 4s 
were heavy.

Chicago, April 15.—Soaring prices 
were made in the wheat market today 
from big export sales and from unfa- 
vorable conditions for the new crop of 
spring wheat northwest.

European purchasing of North 
American wheat today for immediate 
shipment was estimated to aggregate 
1,500,000 bushels, and was accompa- 
nied by heavy general absorption of 
future deliveries. Active’ selling to 
realize profits for holders failed to 
check the upward swing of values ex- 
cept during brief intervals. As a 
result, the close was near to the day’s 
top level. Unexpected strength in 
Liverpool quotations did much to ac- 
celerate the upturns here, being as- 
cribed to renewed demand from Brit- 
ish millers and to most buying on the 
part of European continental coun- 
tries. 

At the day’s top figures, Chicago 
May delivery of wheat showed an ad- 
vance of about 12 cents a bushel as 
compared to prices current at one time 
last week. The premium for May over 
July widened to 261-2 cents. In 
this connection it was asserted by some 
authorities that Chicago July deliv- 
ery is the creapest wheat in the world, 
and that this market is on a shipping 
basis to J.iverpool, all-rail to New 
York, 

Throughout the day wheat traders 
friendly to higher prices gave empha- 
sis to close adjustments of world needs 
and supplies and to shortage of do- 
mestice stocks. Serious lack of rain 
in South Dakota and forecast of cold- 
er weather together with reports of 
greatly delayed seeding were also the 
subject of special notice. 

Corn and oats ascended with wheat. 
Buying on the part of previous sellers 

ras a notable feature of the corn 
market. 

Provisions developed firmness, re- 
sponding to the upward trend both af 
hog values and of grain.
